Key US senator to unveil Africa 
trade bill 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Wor¬ 
ried by China’s expanding eco¬ 
nomic ties to Africa, a key US 
senator said yesterday he 
would soon unveil a bill aimed 
at tripling US exports to the re- 
source-rich continent over the 
next decade. 

Senator Dick Durbin, the 
Senate's number-two Demo¬ 
cratic leader, said he would 
offer his legislation as soon as 
he found a Republican co¬ 
sponsor for the measure. 

"We're basically ready to 
go," he told AFP after leaving 
a Senate Foreign Relations 
Subcommittee on African Af¬ 
fairs hearing on Beijing's strat¬ 
egy for expanding economic 
relations with the continent. 

Durbin's proposal aims to 
harmonize often disjointed US 
government efforts, notably by 
creating a new "White House 
Africa Strategy Coordinator" 
to help US companies looking 
to reach African markets, ac¬ 
cording to a summary of the 
bill. 

The measure would strive 
for closer cooperation among 
the US Export-Import Bank, 
the US State Department, the 
US Commerce Department, 
the Small Business Adminis-

tration, the Overseas Private 
Investment Corporation, and 
Trade Promotion Coordinating 
Committee to aid US firms. 

It would also raise limits on 
Export-Import Bank loans 
available to US businesses to 
counter what US officials 
charge are China's conces¬ 
sional loans to African nations. 

And the proposal would 
also look to train US diplo¬ 
matic staff on US government 
programs to boost exports to 
Africa. 

Democratic Senator Chris 
Coons, who chaired the hear-

ing, backed Durbin's approach 
and called for a "comprehen¬ 
sive US trade strategy for 
Africa" while stressing it could 
help battle stubbornly high US 
unemployment. 

"More US companies sell¬ 
ing their goods in Africa trans¬ 
lates into more American 
jobs," said Coons. 

Senator Johnny Isakson, the 
top Republican on Coons' sub¬ 
committee, said he was "still 
reading" Durbin's proposal and 
could not yet say whether he 
would co-sponsor it. 


However, one need not wait 
until then to begin to experi¬ 
ence the exhilarating art of 
fashion, as events begin tonight 
with the presentation of “Muhe 
Frida” at Aruba’s Cas di Cul- 
tura, starring noted island Aly- 
dia Wever.

The Department of Education Informs 
about student housing in Nijmegen 


RBTT Bank launches a 
special holiday campaign 


Students planning on 
studying in Nijmegen for 
2012-2013 and who intend 
on living in student hous¬ 
ing must register at 
www.sshn.nl. The student 
will be required to pay a 20 
Euro registration fee upon 
his arrival in the Nether¬ 
lands. 

Students who register 
between the 1st and 5th of 
November 2011 will partici¬ 
pate in a raffle to determine 
whether he has succeeded in 
getting the room. If he wins the 
raffle, he gets the room! 

In the month of July 2012 
the student will receive an “in¬ 
terest letter in his email. In that 
letter he will get a raffle num¬ 
ber along with an aswer form 
from SSHN. The student is 
then required to respond to this 
communique, or less he for¬ 
feits his chances all together. 
During the months of July to 
September 2012 the rooms are 
allocated in number sequence 
of the raffle numbers. This 
means that a student cannot get 
a room until towards the end of 
September. Nonetheless rooms 
may be allotted in July as well. 

Students who registered 
after the 5th of November will 
receive rooms much later. If a 
student arrives in Holland 
without having arranged for a 
room in advance, the student 
will be personally responsable 
for finding temporary lodging 



until he finds a room. The stu¬ 
dent is also required to register 
at the Nijmegen Municipial 
Bureau using a temporary ad¬ 
dress. The student may only 
chose the Hoogeveldt and 
Vossenveld complexes. The 
possibility for finding housing 
for couples or families is ex¬ 
tremely limited at SSHN. 

For more information re¬ 
garding the procedure, condi¬ 
tions and requirements for 
registering for housing is avail¬ 
able on the website. Or for any 
other inquiries you can call 
SSHN at telephone: 0031-243- 
359-4939 or via email. Proof 
of registration from SSHN 
must be sent to the mentor in 
Nijmegen, to Mrs. Swinda 
Venhorst-Thij sen. 

General Information 

Real estate agents or bro¬ 
kers can also assist with find¬ 
ing housing. However, these 
charge fees three times the rent 
of an unfurnished room for 
their services payable at the 


signing of the rental con¬ 
tract. 

Well-known websites 
for housing are: 
www.rotsvast.nl and 
www.directwonen.nl. 

The price range for rent 
in this region is around 
350 Euros per month. All 
rooms are unfurnished and 
the estimated cost for fur¬ 
nishings range between 
1800 to 2000 Euros. They do 
not advise students to register 
using the real estate agents or 
brokers. Students are advised 
to register at more than one 
city if they are uncertain which 
city they will be studying in. 
Most registrations are free of 
charge. For additional en¬ 
quiries, please consult the 
Aruba House at: www.aruba 
huis. nl.

Aruba’s Second Green Conference a raving success 



ORANJESTAD - The orga¬ 
nizing team of this year’s con¬ 
ference on alternative energy 
can look back at a tremen¬ 
dously successful Aruba Green 
Conference. It was an immac¬ 
ulately prepared conference by 
any standard. They succeeded 
in bringing some of the most 
outstanding speakers from 
around the world to Aruba. 

These were all noted ex¬ 
perts in the field of green en¬ 
ergy, which is the topic 


dominating discussion world¬ 
wide today. And, Aruba is 
poised for becoming a leader 
of green energy for our coun¬ 
try. Each speaker somehow re¬ 
ferred to this vision of Aruba. 
They had much praise for 
Aruba’s resolve to pursue 
green energy initiatives. 

Minister of Finance and 
Energy, Mike de Meza, who 
acted as the host for this year’s 
green conference, opened the 
conference on Thursday morn¬ 


ing in the presence 
of a packed audito¬ 
rium of people in¬ 
terested in the topic 
of green energy. 
When asked what 
drives him to con¬ 
tinue the goal for 
green energy, de 
Meza responded.... 
“The reason is, we 
must look for re¬ 
sources to ensure 
sustainability for 
our energy needs”. 

De Meza in¬ 
formed that the fos¬ 
sil combustible 
resources have its 
limitations. It ap¬ 
pears to be deple¬ 
ting and it has a tremendous 
impact on the world’s environ¬ 
ment. Hence, the moment is 
right now to focus on sustain¬ 
able energy. 

According to de Meza, 50 
years ago we were warned 
about what we are seeing 
today, a depleting energy re¬ 
source. In 1999 a barrel of pe¬ 
troleum that was used for our 
sea water distillery and to pro¬ 
duce electricity was priced at 
between 12 to 15 dollars. 


Today that same barrel of fuel 
costs 100 dollars! The impact 
is great and the price of water 
and electricity has tripled dur¬ 
ing the last 10 years. De 
Mezas is convinced that we 
can no longer continue paying 
such prices. The global crisis is 
directly connected to the en¬ 
ergy crisis. 

Therefore, de Mezas be¬ 
lieves that Aruba as a small is¬ 
land must prepare herself 
before it is too late. Aruba does 
not have fossil fuels. But, what 
we do have is the sun and 


wind, and we have these in 
abundance and we are sur¬ 
rounded by water. All three of 
these are sources of sustainable 
energy. 

As a tourism island, sus¬ 
tainable energy is extremely 
important to us. For this rea¬ 
son, said De Meza, Aruba is 
focusing heavily on green en¬ 
ergy. Much has already been 
done and there is a whole lot 
more to be done. 

According to de Meza, 
Aruba is taking a leadership 
role in this matter.

US cautious on Syria, 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
mother of Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton, whose tri¬ 
umph over childhood aban¬ 
donment proved a lasting 
inspiration to the chief US 
diplomat, has died at the age of 
92. 

Dorothy Rodham, who was 
born in Chicago on June 4, 
1919, died shortly after mid¬ 
night yesterday surrounded by 
her family, the family said in a 
brief statement. 

Clinton was preparing to 
travel to conferences in Lon¬ 
don and Istanbul late yesterday 
when State Department offi¬ 
cials announced she had can¬ 
celed the trip due to her 
mother’s illness. 

’’Her story was a quintes¬ 
sential^ American one, largely 
because she wrote it herself," 
the statement said without giv¬ 
ing the cause of death. 

"She overcame abandon¬ 


ment and hardship as a young 
girl to become the remarkable 
woman she was — a warm, 
generous and strong woman; 
an intellectual; a woman who 
told a great joke and always 
got the joke; an extraordinary 
friend and, most of all, a loving 
wife, mother and grand¬ 
mother." 

Rodham is known as being 
media-shy but in December 
2007 she made a rare public 
appearance in Iowa to cam¬ 
paign for her daughter’s presi¬ 
dential nomination bid. 

President Barack Obama, 
who beat Clinton for the Dem¬ 
ocratic Party nomination, paid 
tribute to Clinton’s mother in 
the Oval Office. 

"Miss Rodham was a re¬ 
markable person. Anybody 
who knows her history knows 
what a strong, determined and 
gifted person she was," Obama 
told reporters. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States reacted cau¬ 
tiously yesterday amid con¬ 
flicting reports about talks 
between Syria and Arab states 
on a roadmap to end violence 
between the Syrian govern¬ 
ment and protestors. 

Syrian official media said 
Damascus and the Arab 
League had agreed on a plan to 
end the violence and a formal 
announcement would be made 
today. 

But the Arab League later 
said it had not yet received 
Syria’s response to the plan to 
end the bloodletting. 

The White House said it had 
seen the reports quoting Syria's 
official media, but could not be 
sure if they were correct. 

"We have seen the report. 


We can't verify it at this point," 
said White House spokesman 
Jay Carney, speaking before 
the Arab League made its an¬ 
nouncement. 

"We welcome efforts by the 
international community to 
convince the Assad regime to 
cease the kind of violent acts 
that it's been perpetrating on its 
own people. 

"What remains true today is 
that we continue to believe that 
Assad is illegitimate and 
should step down." 

State Department spokes¬ 
woman Victoria Nuland also 
could not confirm the reports 
but said Washington backed 
Arab League calls for the with¬ 
drawal of heavy weaponry, the 
release of political prisoners 
and an end to torture and extra-

judicial killings. 

"So if, in fact, we have a 
Syrian regime that is accepting 
that full list of things, we 
would consider that a first step 
to the direction that we want to 
see Syria move." 

The Arab League wants 
Syria to respond to proposals 
to end more than seven months 
of bloodletting which, the UN 
says, have claimed more than 
3,000 lives, mostly civilians 
killed in a government crack¬ 
down on dissent. 

President Bashar al-Assad 
is under mounting interna¬ 
tional and Arab pressure to end 
the violence and implement 
wide-ranging political reforms 
to meet the aspirations of pro¬ 
testers who have rallied almost 
daily since mid-March.

Crime-ridden Honduras 
launches crackdown 


LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Lawyers rested their cases 
yesterday at the trial of 
Michael Jackson's doctor, 
paving the way for closing ar¬ 
guments after medic Conrad 
Murray bluntly declined to 
testify in his own defense. 

Judge Michael Pastor ad¬ 
journed the trial until tomor¬ 
row, when prosecution and 
defense attorneys will sum¬ 
marize their cases after nearly 
six weeks of testimony which 
has heavily implicated Mur¬ 
ray over Jackson's 2009 death. 

The announcement came 
shortly after Murray, charged 
with involuntary manslaugh¬ 
ter over Jackson's death from 
an overdose of powerful seda¬ 
tives, announced his much-an¬ 
ticipated decision on whether 
to take the stand himself. 

"My decision is that I will 
not testify in this matter," said 
Murray, who only a day ear¬ 
lier had surprised observers by 
saying he had not yet decided, 
fueling intense speculation 
that he could do so. 

Most observers have as¬ 
sumed that Murray, whose ac¬ 
count of Jackson's death was 
given in a two-hour interview 


with police, would not testify 
as it could only harm his case. 

That point of view was 
bolstered Monday when pros¬ 
ecutor David Walgren staged 
a forensic cross-examination 
picking apart the testimony of 
the defense's star witness, 
Doctor Paul White, which he 
could have repeated on Mur¬ 
ray. 

But others argued that 
given how many holes prose¬ 
cutors have picked in his de¬ 
fense case, Murray — who has 
sat in grim silence for the last 
five weeks — could have de¬ 
cided to appeal directly to the 
jury. 

Murray faces up to four 
years in jail if convicted over 
Jackson's death from "acute 
propofol intoxication" in Los 
Angeles, where the singer was 
rehearsing for a series of 
planned comeback shows. 

The prosecution claims 
that Murray, who was being 
paid $150,000 (105,000 

euros) a month, killed Jackson 
by administering a deadly 
cocktail of drugs to help him 
sleep, and then abandoning 
him at the crucial moment. 


TEGUCIGALPA (AFP) - Joint 
military-police patrols entered 
the toughest neighborhoods of 
the main Honduran cities yes¬ 
terday at the start of a crack¬ 
down in one of the world's 
most violent countries. 

Defense Minister Marlon 
Pascua told reporters the joint 
patrols were part of "Operation 
Lightning," an effort to restore 
government authority to high- 
crime neighborhoods. 

The operation was launched 
after President Porfirio Lobo 
fired the five most senior po¬ 
lice commanders after four of¬ 
ficers suspected of killing two 
college students were released 
from jail. 

The suspects were freed 
three days after they were de¬ 
tained on condition that they 
return on Sunday — but none of 
them came back, said police 
spokesman Silvio Inestroza. 

One of the students killed 


was the son of the head of the 
National Autonomous Univer¬ 
sity of Honduras, Julieta 
Castellanos. 

"Operation Lightning in¬ 
tends to guarantee the presence 
of authorities in high-conflict 
areas," Lobo said late Monday. 

By the end of 2011 Hon¬ 
duras is likely to have the high¬ 
est murder rate in the world — 
86 per 100,000 inhabitants, ac¬ 
cording to the Violence Obser¬ 
vatory in Tegucigalpa, a 
UN-backed monitor. On aver¬ 
age there have been 20 violent 
deaths a day in 2011, 85 percent 
of them caused by shootings. 

In Honduras, a country 
slightly larger than Portugal 
with a population of eight mil¬ 
lion, violence has soared since 
a June 2009 coup toppled the 
country's leftist president. But 
little has changed under Lobo, 
who took office in January 
2010. 


Boeing 767 
lands on 
belly after 
undercarriage 
failure 


WARSAW(AFP) - A Boeing 
767 with 231 people on board 
made an emergency landing 
yesterday, skidding down the 
runway on its belly at Warsaw 
airport after its landing gear 
failed, a spokesman for 
Poland's LOT airline told AFP. 

Fire and ambulance crews 
were deployed and all 220 pas¬ 
sengers and 11 crew on the 
plane of national carrier LOT 
Polish Airlines were able to 
disembark safely. 

"The Boeing 767-300 with 
220 passengers aboard travel¬ 
ling from Newark (in the 
United States) made a success¬ 
ful emergency landing after its 
landing gear failed to deploy," 
LOT spokesman Leszek 
Chorzewski told AFP. 

"The plane landed safely on 
its belly on the runway which 
had been sprayed with special 
flame retardant substances. All 
the passengers disembarked, 
no one was injured." 

Sparks appeared from the 
jet engines on its wings as they 
scraped the runway. After it 
stopped, passengers exited the 
plane using inflatable emer¬ 
gency slides to the runway 
where emergency crews were 
waiting for them.

Painkiller overdose 'epidemic* 
strikes US 


US surgery planned 
for conjoined twins 
from Philippines 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Lethal overdoses from pre¬ 
scription painkillers have 
tripled in the past decade and 
now account for more deaths 
than heroin and cocaine com¬ 
bined, US health authorities 
said Tuesday. 

The quantity of painkillers 
on the market is so high that it 
would be enough to medicate 
every American with a stan¬ 
dard dose of Vicodin every 
four hours for one full month, 
according to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion. 

"In fact, now the burden of 
dangerous drugs is being cre¬ 
ated more by a few irresponsi¬ 
ble doctors than by drug 
pushers on street comers.’’said 
CDC chief Thomas Frieden. 

The CDC Vital Signs re¬ 
port focused on opioid pain re¬ 
lievers, including oxycodone, 
methadone and hydrocodone, 
better known as Vicodin, 
which have quadrupled in 
sales to pharmacies, hospitals 
and doctors' offices since 
1999. 

Last year, 12 million Amer¬ 
icans reported taking prescrip¬ 


tion painkillers for recre¬ 
ational uses, not because of a 
medical condition. 

The number of deaths from 
overdoses of opioid pain re¬ 
lievers has more than tripled 
from 4,000 people in 1999 to 
14,800 people in 2008. 

The epidemic is at its 
height among middle-aged 
white men and American Indi¬ 
ans or Alaska natives, the 
CDC said. 

Rural and poor areas tend 
to have the highest prescrip¬ 
tion dmg overdose death rates. 

Deaths from prescription 
dmgs made up almost 75 per¬ 
cent of overdose deaths in 
which a dmg was specified on 
the death certificate, the CDC 
said, noting that deaths and 
hospitalizations have in¬ 
creased in parallel with the 
boost in supply. 

The sales rate of the three 
opioids included in the study 
reached 7.1 kilograms per 
10,000 population last year, or 
the same as 710 milligrams 
per person in the United 
States. 

"Enough OPR (opioid pain 
relievers) were prescribed last 


year to medicate every Amer¬ 
ican adult with a standard pain 
treatment dose of five mil¬ 
ligrams of hydrocodone (Vi¬ 
codin and others) taken every 
four hours for a month," the 
CDC said. 

Even though a relatively 
small portion of the US popu¬ 
lation admits abusing pre¬ 
scription painkillers, the costs 
to health insurance companies 
are huge — $72.5 billion per 
year, according to the report. 

States could do a better job 
of regulating the problem via 
drug monitoring records and 
insurance claims information 
that "can identify and address 
inappropriate prescribing and 
use by patients," the report 
said. 

More laws targeting so- 
called "pill mills," which are 
prescribing at higher than nor¬ 
mal rates in particularly af¬ 
fected states, could also cut 
back on the problem, it said. 


SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Conjoined two-year-old girls 
born in the Philippines are to 
undergo surgery to separate 
them at the chest and ab¬ 
domen, said the California 
hospital where the operation 
will take place. 

The riskiest part of An¬ 
gelina and Angelica Sabuco's 
surgery is expected to be the 
process of separating their liv¬ 
ers, said Lucile Packard Chil¬ 
dren's Hospital in the northern 
city of Palo Alto. 

"Survival rates for twins 
joined primarily at the chest, 
known as thoraco-omphalopa- 
gus twins, are dependent on 
the complexity of the heart 
connection, if any, and any 
complications related to the 
separation of the liver," the 
hospital said in a statement. 

The girls, who turned two 
in August, are joined at the 
chest and belly. However they 
have separate brains, hearts, 


kidney, stomachs and intes¬ 
tines. 

The operation is expected 
to take eight to nine hours — 
six hours to separate the girls 
and two to three hours of re¬ 
construction, the hospital said. 

It will be lead surgeon Gary 
Hartman's sixth operation on 
conjoined twins. The most re¬ 
cent set of twins separated at 
the hospital were Yurelia and 
Fiorella Rocha-Arias of Costa 
Rica in November 2007. They 
are doing well. 

The girls' mother, Ginady, 
said she learned her babies 
were conjoined when she was 
seven months pregnant and her 
husband was working in San 
Jose, California. 

The babies were born in 
August 2009, and she joined 
her husband, Fidel, in Califor¬ 
nia in late 2010 when they 
began meeting with doctors at 
Packard Children's Hospital.

”We reject the view that 
government suppression of the 
Internet, phone networks and 
social media at times of unrest 
is acceptable,” Hague said. 

Biden echoed Hague, say¬ 
ing that while the Internet pre¬ 
sented opportunities for 
wrongdoing ”on a vast scale” 
from terrorism to human traf¬ 
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ficking, child pornography to 
attacks on government sys¬ 
tems, they were no excuse for 
censorship. 

Although both men were 
referring to crackdowns in the 
Middle East and North Africa 
and efforts by countries such 
as China and Russia to control 
the flow of information, 
Britain faces accusations of 
hypocrisy. 

In August, when rioting 
broke out across English cities, 
Prime Minister David 
Cameron had mooted the idea 
of stopping rioters communi¬ 
cating via social media, al¬ 
though the government did not 
take it any further. 

John Kampfner, chief exec¬ 
utive of Index on Censorship, 
highlighted this at a side meet¬ 
ing at the conference, saying: 
”It's very easy to defend this 
case of black and white human 
rights against dictatorships 
around the world. 

He said Hague had chal¬ 
lenged Cameron on his stance 
at the time, and in his brief ad¬ 
dress to the conference on 
Tuesday, the prime minister 
insisted it was important to 
’’strike a balance... between 
freedom and a free-for-all”. 

William Echikson, 

Google's head of free expres¬ 
sion in Europe, the Middle 
East and North Africa, also 
warned at the conference that 
Western governments were not 
immune from wanting to con¬ 
trol the Internet. 

Freedom of expression "is 
being challenged closer to 
home here in Europe. There 
are some 60 countries which 
impose controls now on the In¬ 
ternet, and that's up from two 
a decade ago,” Echikson said. 

He cited a case last year 
when three Google Italy exec¬ 
utives were convicted of viola¬ 
tion of privacy over an Internet 
video of bullying. 

The London talks cover a 
broad agenda including cyber 
security, and Hague said it 
would aim to set up some 
basic global principles for cy¬ 
berspace. 


Campaigners push for 
vast Antarctic marine 
reserve 




SYDNEY(AFP) - Conserva¬ 
tionists called Tuesday for the 
world's biggest marine protec¬ 
tion zone to be declared 
around Antarctica, heralding 
the possibility of a global fight 
over its pristine waters. 

As fishing stocks around 
the world become increasingly 
depleted, the Antarctic Ocean 
Alliance is urging the interna¬ 
tional convention tasked with 
managing the southern seas to 
establish a vast no-take net¬ 
work. 

"The problem at the mo¬ 
ment is that as fisheries re¬ 
sources around the world 
come under more and more 
pressure, there are going to be 
more distant water-fishing na¬ 
tions who want to go to the 
oceans around Antarctica to 
extract protein,” the alliance's 
Steve Campbell told AFP on 
Tuesday. "And they are going 
to do it either legally or ille¬ 
gally." 

While the land continent 
has been under protection 
since 1991, Campbell said 
there is no such rule in place 
for the pristine waters around 
it, which are teeming with ma¬ 
rine life — much of which is 



seen nowhere else on the 
planet. 

The 25-nation Convention 
on the Conservation of Antarc¬ 
tic Marine Living Resources is 
set to decide on a network of 
marine reserves by 2012. 

Campbell said the alliance 
was calling for the creation of 
a reserve network "on a scale 
that hasn't been done any¬ 
where else on the planet before 
because of the enormous value 
of the Antarctic wilderness to 
science and to humanity”. 

The alliance's proposed 
protection zone, which would 
loop around the continent and 
include the Ross Sea, would 
help conserve close to 10,000 
species including emperor 
penguins, minke and killer 
whales, seals and colossal 
squid. 

Antartica is seen as a criti¬ 
cal resource for studying cli¬ 
mate change, with its ice cores 
providing valuable data on 
greenhouse gas levels and 
temperatures. 

The alliance's membership 
includes WWF, Greenpeace 
and the Antarctic and Southern 
Ocean Coalition.

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Europe scrambles to deflect panic 
after shock Greek move 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Europe’s 
big two, France and Germany, 
called emergency talks yester¬ 
day as angry EU leaders 
scrambled to ward off financial 
mayhem in the wake of the 
Greek prime minister's shock 
referendum call. 

President Nicolas Sarkozy 
and Chancellor Angela Merkel 
will hold talks today "with the 
European institutions and the 
IMF as well as a meeting with 
the Greek side," a Franco-Ger¬ 
man statement said. 

In a brief phone call to 
Merkel, Greece's Prime Minis¬ 
ter George Papandreou told the 
chancellor that the referendum 
would "strengthen the country 
in the eurozone and globally." 

But as Papandreou's call for 
a referendum on a euro debt 
rescue package agreed only 
five days ago sent markets into 
a dizzying tailspin, European 
leaders appeared shocked and 
angered. 

"There is no doubt the 


Greek decision ... is having a 
negative effect on the markets. 
This is an unexpected decision 
that generates uncertainties," 
Italian Prime Minister Silvio 
Berlusconi said. 

The Greek announcement 
sent Italy's stock market clos¬ 
ing down 6.80 percent and its 
borrowing rates shooting up to 
record levels. 

"Markets need stability and 
security," Belgium's Prime 
Minister Yves Leterme said. 
"The decisions taken at last 
Wednesday's European sum¬ 
mit were destined to restore 
confidence." 

"The Greeks have a right to 
a prospect of a better future, 
but they must also be aware 
that this is no longer a purely 
internal Greek problem." 

Like other European lead¬ 
ers in shock at the move, 
Leterme admitted surprise. 
"Papandreou never mentioned 
it before, during or after the 
summit." 


As World Bank president 
Robert Zoellick warned a "No" 
vote on Greek budget cuts 
could cause "a mess", eu¬ 
rogroup chief, Luxembourg 
Prime Minister Jean-Claude 
Juncker, said the result of a 
failed referendum could trigger 
bankruptcy for Athens. 

"I cannot exclude" bank¬ 
ruptcy, Juncker said. "It will 
depend on the manner in 
which the question will be ex¬ 
actly formulated and on what 
the Greeks exactly vote on." 

In Washington, President 
Barack Obama's spokesman 
Jay Carney said the referen¬ 
dum announcement "just rein¬ 
forces the notion that... the 
Europeans... need to elaborate 
further and implement rapidly 
the decisions they made last 
week." 

"It remains the case that the 
Europeans have the capacity to 
deal with this crisis, and they 
need to implement the very 
important decisions they made 
last week to provide a conclu¬ 
sive resolution to it," Carney 
said. 

Last week's summit, a 
marathon affair capping days 
of talks, was precisely in¬ 
tended to rescue Greece, 
thereby bringing the entire 17- 
nation euro area back from the 
brink. 

Amid fears of global reces¬ 
sion and strong international 
pressure, Europe's leaders 
agreed a package deal that in¬ 
cluded beefing up its rescue 
fund to a trillion dollars, 
strengthening banks and forc¬ 
ing the private sector to write 
off 50 percent of Greek debt 
under a pain-sharing scheme. 

Greece was offered a total 
230 billion euros in a bid to re¬ 
duce its debt to 120 percent of 
GDP by 2020 — but on condi¬ 
tion of implementing pledged 
reforms.

US stocks sink as Europe worries surge 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US 
stocks dived yesterday after 
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Greece unexpectedly called a 
referendum on its latest EU 
bailout program, sending 
global markets into a tailspin. 

Sentiment also was hit by 
disappointing manufacturing 
data for China, the global 
economy's growth engine. 

The blue-chip Dow Jones 
Industrial Average lost 
295.01 points (2.47 percent) 
to 11,660.00 in closing trade. 

The tech-heavy Nasdaq 
Composite, which had opened 
more than three percent lower, 
was down 77.03 points (2.87 
percent) to 2,607.38. 

The S&P 500-stock index, 
a broader measure of the 


markets, shed 34.85 points 
(2.78 percent) to 1,218.45. 

Crude oil prices also fell 
yesterday as Greece's sur¬ 
prise call for a referendum on 
the latest EU bailout plan cast 
uncertainty over efforts to re¬ 
solve the eurozone debt cri¬ 
sis. 

New York's main oil con¬ 
tract, light sweet crude for 
delivery in December, closed 
at $92.19 a barrel, down 
$1.00 from Monday's closing 
level. 

In London, Brent North 
Sea crude for December 
slipped two cents to settle at 
$109.54 a barrel.

Island artist Grace Ashruf un¬ 
veiled her latest collection of 
paintings titled 'Destinations’

Aruba hosted for the second 
time an official event on the 
International Game Fishing 
Association (IGFA) circuit, the 
Chivas Regal Aruba Caribbean 
Cup out of the Varadero Yacht 
Club. Returning to judge and 
MC the event, Captain Don 
“The Mouth of the South” 
Kipnes, declared Aruba an

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Djokovic battles through on comeback 
in Basel

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BASEL (AFP) - World num¬ 
ber one Novak Djokovic won 
a hard fought three setter 
against veteran Xavier 
Malisse at the Swiss Indoors 
on Tuesday as he revealed he 
has recovered from what he 
termed the worst injury of his 
career. 

Djokovic, playing for the 
first time in six weeks after a 
back injury in the Davis Cup 
semi-finals left him in lying in 
agony on court in Serbia, fi¬ 
nally overcame the in-form 
Belgian 6-2, 4-6, 7-5 to 
progress to the second round. 

The world number one 
who took the Basel title in 
2009 but lost the final a year 
ago to Roger Federer, walked 
onto the court wearing a Bat¬ 
man Joker Halloween mask, 
but got a fright of his own as 
he faced down Malisse, 
ranked 47 in the world. 

The Serb ended with a 
break of the 30-year-old Bel¬ 
gian in the final game after 
losing his way as he served for 
victory leading 5-3 in the third 
set. Djokovic dropped serve 
on a fifth break point, his sev¬ 
enth double fault but found a 
way to win three games later. 

"I'm only just back from 
the biggest injury of my ca¬ 
reer,” said the winner of ten ti¬ 


tles in 2011. "It was a big ask 
for me to have played really 
well 

The loser of just two ATP 
matches this season - plus one 
in the Davis Cup semi-final 
against Argentina - improved 
to 65-3 on the season. 

Djokovic is the only man 
other than Federer to win the 
Basel title in the past five 
years. 

The chances for Mardy 
Fish to play in his first ATP 
season finale may have been 
badly compromised as the 
American suffered a ham¬ 
string injury just 11 minutes 
into his opening match. 


Fish was leading compa¬ 
triot James Blake 1-0 in the 
opening set when he was 
forced to retire. 

The retirement could mean 
the end of Fish’s hopes of win¬ 
ning a place in the World Tour 
Finals in London from No¬ 
vember 20. 

The 29-year-old stands a 
provisional eighth in the race 
for the eight-man field, with 
three places still up for grabs. 

Two Swiss players moved 
into the second round, with 
2006 semi-finalist Stanislas 
Wawrinka leading the way 
with his defeat of Croatian 
Ivan Dodig 6-4, 6-4. Qualifier 


Michael Lammer put out ex¬ 
perienced Russian Mikhail 
Youzhny 6-4, 6-3. 

Wawrinka will next face 
either second seed Andy Mur¬ 
ray or Dutchman Robin 
Haase. 

Roger Federer was hon¬ 
oured as the all-time best of 
the Basel event since it began 
in 1970 and among other 
things had his picture painted 
during the ceremony in five 
minutes by a speed artist. 

The Swiss drew 31,000 of 
40,000 online public votes, 
with Djokovic receiving 
3,000-odd and Bjorn Borg a 
mere 1,000 or so.

baker came out of the pile-up 
with the ball. 

The Chiefs then marched 
down the field trying to get 
within range of a potential 
game-winning field goal. 

Kansas City quarterback 
Matt Cassel threw his second 
interception of the contest to 
send it into overtime. 

The Chargers won the toss 
and had the ball to start over¬ 
time, but couldn't get a first 
down. 

Cassel then guided the 
Chiefs down the field in a 
drive capped by Succop's 
game-winning field goal with 
5:16 remaining. 

The Chiefs became the 
first team in NFL history to 
lose their first three games 
only to seize a share of a di¬ 


vision lead after seven 
games. 

Kansas City struck early 
with a 36-yard field goal by 
Succop in the first quarter. 
Cassel connected with rookie 
Jonathan Baldwin for a 
touchdown to make it 10-0. 

Succop's second field goal 
of the game just before half¬ 
time gave the Chiefs a 13-3 
lead. 

The Chargers' Nick Novak 
contributed three field goals 
in the third quarter as San 
Diego pulled within 13-12, 
but Jackie Battle's touch¬ 
down leap early in the fourth 
gave the Chiefs a 20-12 lead.
